Englishman Drowried Daughter, 3, Who De- 
veloped Gangrene—Judge Says He 
Did It for Love. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHESTER, England, Oct. 22. — 


Albert Davies, laborer, who con- 
fessed that he killed his three- 
year-old invalid daughter because 
he loved her so much he could 


not bear to see her suffer, was 
acquitted by a jury in the Court 
of Assizes here today. 

Evidence showed the child had 
been in hospitals for treatment for 
that afterward she 
bad been operated on for appen- 
dicitis and that later she con- 
tracted measles and pneumonia 
and became infected with gan- 
grene. Davies told how he had 
watched the child suffer until he 


could bear it no longer and final- |

60 HURT IN CRASH 
UF FOOTBALL SEATS 


Stand at Richmond, Va., Gives 
Way When Spectators Rise 
to Cheer Brilliant Run. 


By the Associated Press. , 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 22. 
More than 80 persons were injured, 
perhaps 15 of them seriously, and 
many others received minor cuts 
and bruises when a section of the 
stands at Mayo Island Park 
crashed here today as the specta- 
tors stood in their seats to cheer 
a brilliant run by Barnes, Virginia 
Military Institute halfback, in the 
football game with Maryland. 

Cries were heard as the stands 
began to waver, then toppled with 
a crash. 

The football game, which Mary- 
land won 10 to 6, was halted for 
20 minutes, while firemen, pé6lice 
and ambulances were sent to the 
scene to remove the injured. Eager 
spectators who rushed forward 
y were held in check «aby rapidly 
formed police lines and order was 
maintained. 

The stands, reserved for the 
Maryland supporters, began to 
break in front, then the tiers in 
the rear, from five to fifteen feet 
above the ground, collapsed, 
throwing several hundred pérsons 
violently to the ground. The seats 
caved in slowly, row after row 
breaking and sending the occu- 
pants sliding to the ground.

In some cases utilities have in- 
quired of Commissioner Danuser 
about Owen. In others Danuser 
has voluntarily dispatched letters 
recommending Owen, without hav- 
ing received an inquiry. 


Dafiuser’s Recommendations. 


In the letters Danusér has said 
that he knew Owen when Owen 
was a member of the school board 
in Warsaw, where Danuser in 1922 
was employed as Superintendent of 
Schools. He said he found Owen 
to be a competent attorney, a high- 
class citizen and a good: neighbor, 
and thoroughly fitted to represent 
the utility before the commission.

Upon the resumption of the frial 
Monday, Justice Siddons is expected 
to HWecide whether the Government 
may place before the jury parts of 
the testimony which Sinclair and 
Fall gave before the Senate Oil In- 
vestigdting Committee. If the Gov- 
ernment is successful in this move, 
as it was in the Fall-Doheny trial 
last year, the presentation of its 
case Will be simplified to some ex- 
tent. If .it fails there may be dif- 
iculty in refuting some of the con- 
tentions set up by defense counsel 
in the outline of the case to the 
jury. 

Points for the Prosecution. 

Besides developing for the jury 
the fact that Teapot Dome was set 
aside as a naval reserve under a 
policy calling for preserving oil for 
the navy in the ground, the prose- 
cution has shown that Fall was in- 
strumental in having control of this 
and other naval reserves turned 
over to the.Interior Department, 
then leased the Wyoming field 
without competitive bidding and in 
a secret manner. 

The Government also has offered 
‘Vidernce to combat the defense’s 
contention that the immifient dan- 
zer of drainage caused Fall to turn 
ihe reserve over to Sinclair for de- 
velopment under a plan calling for 


The prosecutor issued a warrant 
Charging Rusznak with .embezzle- 
ment by bailee. 

Rusznak engaged Remmers and 
Green as counsel. They explained 
in a lengthy statement given to the 
Post-Dispatch that they had been 
recommended to Rusznak and he 
had employed them as his.attor- 
neys. Remmers and Green said 
they were convinced of Rusznak’'s 
innocence and were defending him 
on the principle that “‘a man is in- 
nocent. until proved guilty.” 


In depositions taken before the 
trial, the iceman, Hales, changed 
his story. He said he did not 
know Rusznak and had named him 
because Municipal Courts building 
attaches had told him Rusznak 
was the man who took Morgan's 
$5. He repeated this story on the 
witness stand at the trial. 

Morgan stuck to bis story, how- 
ever, and Hales got in trouble with 
the court over two failures to ap- 
pear in answer to subpenas. After 
the trial Hales was sentenced to 
10 days in jail by Judge Butler for 
failure to be in court Oct. 206 when 
warned he must appear. 

Rusznik at the trial relied upon 
Sweeping denials and an alibi. lie 
denied ever seeing Morgan oefore 
and said that on July 12 he had 
gone to Belleville in the morning 
to visit his friend, Charles Gold- 
berg. He said he had stayed with 
Goldberg in Belleville’ until 2 
o'clock that afternoon and then 
had driven with him to St. Louis.

U. §. WEATHER REPORT 
WROrG, SAYS PROPHET 


Herbert Janvrin Browne In- 
sists August, 1927, Was 
Coldest in History. 


Washington Bureau, 
21-22 Wyatt Building. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Her- 
bert Janvrin’ Browne, long-range 
weather forecaster, who predicted 
last year that 1927 would be a 
“vear without a summer,” contin- 
ued his attack on the United States 
Weather Bureau with a. letter today 
to W. M. Jardine, Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, in which he declared 
the Department should publicly an- 
nounce that last August was the 
coolést August ever recorded. 

Browne charged the Weather 
Bureau, under its director, Charles 
F. Marvin, had conducted “con- 
tinued propaganda against long- 
range weather forecasting,’ merely 
to defend the “obsolete and fossil- 
ized meterology” of the Bureau. 

‘In tkis prostitution of public 
office to selfish propaganda, there 
are scores of instances in which 
the purpose has been so plain as 
to expose its author in the Weather 
Bureau and its fuglemen. outside 
the service. to merited ridicule and 
contempt,” Brown wrote. 

(A fugleman is a well-drilled sol- 
dier placed in front of a2 company 
as a guide.) 

“Let me offer a single glaring 
example,” he continued. “The 
month of August, 1927, was for the 
United States as a whole the cold- 
est August ever recorded. Only 
four states showed tempcratures 
above normal, as follows: Florida, 
Texas, Washington and Oregon. 
All the others showed mean tem- 
perature deficits, generally of an 
unusual order. 

“The Weather Bureau never has 
hesitated to exploit to the fullest 
extent every straw of wind and 
weather which would fit its book, 
but whén it came to a discussion 
of August weather, it dodged the 
fundamental fact—the one of 


greatest public intereste-that the |” 


month for the whole United States 
broke all records.” 


Browne stated the recent official 
|'weather and crop reports had 
made incorrect and misleading 
statements when they first said 
normal warm weather prevailed in 
most sections west of the Rocky 
Mountains, and later that August 
was markedly cool for the season 
except in the South and the more 
*Western States. After quoting ex- 
cerpts from these reports, Browne 
concluded: 

“Here was the opportunity to 
name the four states which alone 
showed above normal temperatures 
and to go on record with the plain 
statement that for the United 
States as a whole, it was the cold- 
est August ever recorded.”

The separates uits attack the 
corporat’:in franchise tax law on 
the ground of alleged discrimina- 
tion between corporations and the 
imposing of double taxation on the 
property of corporations, The tax 
amounts to 50 cents on each $1000 
of outstanding eapital stock and 
surplus, and produces approximate- 
ly $1,5000,000 in revenue annually 
for the State. 

In computing the franchase as- 
sessment, the Tax Commission has 
construed “surplus” as the value of 
all of the property of the corpora. 
tion, in exces. of its capital stock, 
without deduction of any bonded 
debts or other liabilities of the cor- 
poration.

Wins Over Penn, 13 to 7: 


Easterners Prove Dangerous Only in Final Period, After Lucky 
Break Nets Touchdown—55,000 See Contest 
at Stagg Field.

Alonzo’ Stage, dean of 


America’s football coaches, saw his dream of. 30 years crowned with 
success today when his maroon-jerseyed .warriors. conquered Penn, 
13 to 7, before 55,000 spectators. 


The victory avenged, at least for 
this 64-year-old football.teacher, a 
string of defeats Pennsylvania has 
handed his team. Over a period of 
29 years, the teams had battled six 
times with Chicago always being 


trampled under the losing end of 
the score. except back in 1899 
when the Maroons tied their East- 
ern foes. 

Stagg, the “old man” of the grid- 
iron, sent an inspired crew of foot- 
ballers against Pennsylvania. There 
was deceptiveness and trickery in 
the Chicago attack in advancing the 
ball through the line, and Stagg’s 
backfield aces passed and passed 
and passed until the bewildered 
Pennsylvanians became dizzy un- 
der the barrage. It was the first 
time in the memory of the oldest 
Maroon admirer that Stagg, the 
conservative in “football, sent forth 
a team equipped with 50 effective 
a forward pass attack. 

Break Aids Easterners. 

The Maroons outplayed, out- 
smarted and out-gamed Pennsy!l- 
vania for three periods, and had 
the game safely stowed away before 
the Pennsylvanians even became 
dangerous.

WITTMER STARS 
AS PRINCETON 
DOWNS CORNELL 


Tigers Win 21-10 in First 
Football Game Played 
Between Institutions in 
20 Years. | 


By the Associated Press. 
ITHACA, N. » Oct. 22.—F lash- 


ing an attack of brilliant power 
and versatility featured by the 
thrusts of a 175-pound sophomore 
balfback, Ed Wittmer, Princeton 
scored a thrilling victory over Cor- 
nell today, 21 to 10, in the first 
fcotball game between these an- 
cient rivals in 20 years. 


A record-breaking Cornell crowd 
of 32,000 saw the Ithacans out- 
played ang outrushed and decisive- 
ly defeated in a see-saw struggle 
after they had passed and kicked 
their way into the lead twice dur- 
ing the first half. The Tigers, 
packing the greater punch and ex- 
hibiting a more alert defense, took 
the lead near the close of the sec- 
ond period and held it to the end. 

Cornell provided the most spec- 
tacular setting of its gridiron his- 
tory for the renewal of relations 
with old Nassau but ai curly- 
haired stocky young Tiger, Ed 
Wittmer of Pittsburg, furnished 
the fireworks on the playing field. 

Wittmer Proves Star. 

Wittmer, a flash around the 

ends, battering-ram through the 


line and a ball-hawk on the de- 
fense, scored only one of Prince- 
'ten’s three touchdowns but his line 
plunging, passing and receiving 
contributed largely to the advances 
which enabled Mike Miles'‘and Phil 
Strubing to tally the others. Earl 
Baruch, skillful kicker and passer, 
gave Wittmer excellent support but 
tt was the latter who bore the 
brunt of the Tiger attack from 
Siart to finish. 

Wittmer not only gained con- 
sistently through the big red line 
but his alertness on defense Kept 
the Ithacans from completing their 
best advance of the game with. a 
touchdown in the third period and 
again taking the lead. 
stage, Princeton was clinging te- 
naciously to a slim four-point 
lead, 14-10, as the red-shirted war- 
riors swept some 60 yards down 
the field, mixing passes and off- 
tackle thrusts nicely in a drive 
that reached the Tiger 3-yard line.

1927 has been the most brilliant aero- 
nautical year in history. Achievements of 
the past 10 months have far surpassed the 
wildest dreams of Langley and the Wright 
brothers, and young men who were mere 
babes when the airplane first got off the 
ground have become world famous for their 
trans-oceanic flights. 

The 1927 trans-oceanic flying season is 
drawing to a close although a few flyers are 
waiting in the United States and in Europe 
for favorable weather to make one or two 
more long water hops over the Atlantic. 
These attempts, if successful, will add little 
to the concrete achievements of the year, 
which include Col. Lindbergh’s nonstop flight 
from New York to Paris, Commander Byrd’s 
attempt to duplicate the feat with three as- 
sociates, the Chamberlin-Levine jump _ to 
Germany, the De Pinedo four-continent tour, 
the Hagenberger-Maitland flight to Hawaii, 
the Schlee-Block round-the-world attempt 
that ended at Tokio, and the Pan-American 
goodwill flight earlier in the year, to men- 
tion the principal ones. 

There has been a reverse side to the pic- 
ture, however, with the tragic failure o 
Nungesser and Coli, the Dole tragedies and 
the Old Glory disaster. With the glorious 
achievements, there have been courageous 
failures. 


Lieut. Maitland’s View of 
Significance of Flights. 


When Bleriot was the first to fly across 
the English channel in 1909, people asked 
“Has this spectacular achievement any prac- 
tical value? Is the airplane anything more 
than a potential military factor? What does 
this flight signify?” 

Similar questions are being asked about 
the 1927 flights. 

Lieut. Lester G. Maitland, who, with Al- 
bert F. Hagenberger, made the flight to 
Hawaii, has given the writer his views as to 
the significance of the year’s achievements. 
Lieut. Maitland is now stationed in Washing- 
ton as aid to F. Trubee Davison, Assistant 
Secretary of War in charge of aviation. 

“This year’s successes and failures have 
proved that aeronautics are just on: the bor- 
derline dividing experimental and stabilized 
development,” Maitland said, “Our success- 
es have been spectacular, but our failures

Considers Six-Motor Flying Boat 


Best Machine for Long Flights. 
“Do you consider the one-motor 
practicable for transoceanic flight?” 

writer asked. 

“Only for experimental flights,’’ Maitland 
replied. ‘‘There is always the possibility 
that the motor will go dead. I personally 
favor the flying boat with six motors, and 
they will eventually come into use for the 
long flights. Two of the motors could be 
held in reserve. When a three-motor plane 
is used, one motor could be shut down aft- 
er the gasoline load had lightened, and it 
could be held in reserve. 

“Three is the proper number of men to 
make a transoceanie flight,” Maitland con- 
tinued. “There should be one navigator and 
two pilots, one of whom could send radio, 
Navigation is a much more serious problem 
than the layman realizes. Lindbergh had ex- 
cellent results with his land inductor com- 
pass. It has not worked so well for other 
flyers. The navigator must understand the 
problems of drift and be able to make celes- 
tial observations. Some of the flights were 
failures because the navigators could not 
cope with the situation. 

‘“‘All the successful flyers give as much 
praise to the ‘turn and bank’ indicator as 
Lindbergh gave to his compass. Flights 
would be absolutely impossible without this 
gyroscopic instrument which tells whether 
one is getting off the course. This instru- 
ment also tells whether or not you are still 

‘in a tailspin, which is exactly what the sense 
of equilibrium does not truthfully tell. After 
a tailspin the senses say you are still twist- 
ing when as a matter of fact your are going 
‘straight. The turn and bank indicator cor- 
)rects this. 

Working on Device to Permit 

Safe Landings Even in a Fog. 

“We are now working on a landing alti- 
meter, which will be invaluable after it is 
perfected. With this instrument, which is 
based on a magnetic and not a barometric 
principle, the flyer will be able to land in 
the fog. It will tell him just how far he is 
from the ground. The present instrument 
gives within a few feet of the distances, but 
it will not be perfect until it gives exact

“From the scientific standpoint, however, 
as much can be learned from the flight fail- 
ures as the successes. Some of these failed 


‘Sbecause of the weather, but mostlf because 


the pilots were inexperienced and improperly 
equipped. 

“Lindbergh’s flight seemed 80 easy that in- 
experienced daredevils attempted to imitate 
him. Some were out for prize money, some 
were out for publicity. With fair weather 
they had no difficulties, but when the tests 
came they were unable to meet them. These 
flyers did not make a serious study of their 
problems and depended upon their nerve and 
courage. These flights disclosed that instru- 
ments must be invented that will simplify the 
navigation problems. There are times when 
celestial observations are impossible, and the 
flyer must have something more than dead 
reckoning to guide him. Drift indicators 
must be improved and above all, there must 
be better weather reports.” 

“What do you think should be the next 
step in aviation development?) What should 
be the next goal?” the writer asked. 


Hopes Scientific Experiments 
Will Displace Mere Stunt Flights. 


Instantly, Maitland had his answer. “We 
must get away from the stunts and publicity,” 
he said. ‘‘We must get down to drab, dull, 
gathering of scientific data. To my mind the 
best thing that could happen to trans-oceanic 
flying would be the routine flying of a cou- 
ple of service ‘crooks’ between New York and 
Newfoundland, and return and between New- 
foundland and Ireland and back. 

“For a year or more, let a couple of ex- 
perienced aviators fly over this route. They 
would not seek publicity or prize money but 
scientific facts, They would make the flights 
under all sorts of condition, and if the 
weather became too bad they could stop with- 
out any comment. Within a year or so they 
would have amassed a gieat fund of valuable 
data that could be relied upon by other fly- 
ers. This will probably be the trans-Atlantic 
route in years to come and the more we can 
learn about it the better—and the sooner the 
better. 

“Eventually, when trans-Atlantic . service 
is established, perhaps in five or 10 years, 
there will have to be airplane changes at these 
points. When we make a railroad journey 
of two or three thousand miles we don’t ex- 
pect the same engine to pull us all the way. 
The engines must be changed. at compara- 
tively short intervals. It will probably be 
the same with airplanes. One plane should 


‘not be made to pull the entire trip. There is 


no particularly good reason why a flight from 
New York to Londan should be made in one 
jump. 

“What has this year’s achievement demon- 
strated in a military way?” 


“The Army and Navy are interested in avi- 
‘ation primarily from :a national defense 
standpoint,” Maitland replied. “The trip to 
Hawaii demonstrated that if necessary we 
could help protect the islands from the maino- 
land. After this year’s achievement, the 
bombing of a battleship fleet a thousand miles 
from land is possible. If necessary, some one 
could fly to London, Paris or Berlin.”

Declares Labot Alliance 
Was Bolshevist Body. 


It is true that two years after 

the occupation of the © factories, 
only three months before the 
march on Rome, Bolshevism stil 
considered itself strong enough to 
attempt the formation of a labor 
alliance in order to»seize power. 
The fundamental character uf 
this labor alliance was anti- 
Fascist. It had a clear objective, 
namely to uproot Fascism through 
a tumultuous movement backed 
by a political parllamentary man- 
euver on one hand; through a 
general strike on the other; by 
assumption of power by the So- 
elalist leader Filippo Turati. Ev- 
ery indication sufficed to prove 
that the general strike was meant 
to develop a supreme attempt at 
insurrectional movement, barring 
the way ‘to the onward march of 
Fascism. . 
' A bloody struggle began April 
15, 1918, and reached a culminat- 
ing point beginning in August, 
1922, exactly four years, in which 
the Nation was practically in a 
state of general civil war. 

With the utter defeat of labor’s 
last general strike in 1922, Fas_ 
cism wrote one of the bloodiest 
and most magnificent pages in 
history, breaking the last efforts 
of its adversaries and proving to 
Italians that they were able to re- 
place even Government in order 
to guarantee the continuity of the 
nation's life. After the defeat of 
the Socialists and subversives, 
there remained two forces in Itai- 
‘ian polities, namely the democrat. 
ic Liberals and the armed Fascists. 

Subversive anti-Fascism was 
crushed at the cutset. It can 
pever rise again. It would nev- 
er dare to manifest itself. Its 
survivors have become fugitives 
from justice. All remnants of the 
red army appear simply non-ex- 
istent, their men, newspapers and 
organizations smart under the 
terrible beating they received in 
August, 1922. They hardly dare 
breathe, gazing with a sort of 
stupefied resignation on an ac- 
complished fact. There is now no 
such thing as the famous “ap- 
peal’to the masses.” Not a sedi- 
tious cry is heard, not a gesture 
seen. Where are they hiding? 
Fascism will only catch a glimpse 
of them on the benches of the

CRITICISM OF GREAT BRITAIN. 

Lord Robert Cecil, who resigned from the British 
Cabinet on account of his opposition to the disarma- 
ment policy of the Government, has taken the stump 
in England to plead for disarmament. Lord Robert 
asserts that there can be no assurance of peace with- 
out disarmament. 

Just as Lord Robert took the platform for his 
disarmament ¢ampaign, Henry Wickham Steed, own- 
er and editor of the London Review of Reviews, 
former editor of the London Times, in a speech in 


|New York, assures Americans that Great Britain 
+ will never enter into competitive naval building 


against America. While Mr. Steed charges the British 
ministry with the failure of the three-power naval 
conference, he assumes to speak for the British peo- 
ple, who, he says, would not tolerate a policy of 
naval rivalry with the United States. He repeats 
in other words the common saying of British lead- 
ers that war with the United States is unthinkable. 
That was the burden of the British song to the 
American editors on their visit to London. Sir Aus 
ten Chamberlain, Foreign Minister, used the better 
part of an hour to explain the British position and 
to convince his hearers that Great Britain had no 
idea of a naval competition or war with America in 
its demand -for a large number of light cruisers. He 
stated that England was willing to limit 10,000-ton 
fighting cruisers, but wanted a larger number of 
light craft, not for war but to police the lanes of 
British trade and to serve the far flung empire of 
Great Britain. He said these light cruisers would 
not be able in war to withstand the larger fighting 
craft, which could destroy them. That is true, if 
the large fighting craft could find them when they; 
wanted to destroy them. So that his explanation is 
not entirely satisfactory. An excess of light cruisers 
would give England the balance of naval power. 
The British Government's position on the Ilimi- 
tation of naval armament has been battered from 
all sides, That and the refusal of Great Britain to 
sign the protocol of the League covenant, under 
taking to defend any nation. which was the victim 
of aggression by another nation, were the chief | 
subjects of debate at the session of the League of 
Nations at Geneva this year. At the annual dinner 
of the newspaper correspondents at Vienna, Briand 
broke lose with an impassioned plea to the press 
of the world for disarmament and peace. While 
Briand mentioned no names, his speech was taken 
as direeted at Great Britain. Stresemann followed 
with diplomatic support of Briand. Germany, being 
disarmed, is of course, in favor of general disarma: | 
ment. Sir Austen Chamberlain felt impelled to an- 
swer for Great Britain, with a rather lame explana- 
tion. Subsequentiy the debate was resumed in the 
League Assembly, where Sir Austen made a labored 
defense of Great Britain.

Great Britgjn blocks progress in that matter by 
refusing to sign the protocol.

Probably 
the British Government leaders think that Britain 
has enough on her hands and do not feel like obligat- 
ing her to maintain peace everywhere with armed 
“ovees. When peace is i-secure in many spots. 

Great Britain occupies an unenviable prominence 
on the question of peace securities. To the critictsm 
the Government has had from the outside is now 
added criticis-* and opposition from the inside, led 
by one of the recent members of the Cabinet. 
Great Britain «‘~ccrely wants peace and friendship 
with America. She wants the friend!y support of 
America, but she wants freedom to carry out her 
own purposes and aims.

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MIND AND MATTER. 


After philosophy had tried and failed for some 2506 
years to tell us just how mind differed from matter, 
science has come along and performed the feat in an 
hour. 

Speaking recently before the American College of 
Surgeons, Dr. Allan Craig declared that the actual 
value of & human body is 98 cents. Chemically, he 
explained, a 150-pound man contains lime enough to 
whitewash a fair-sized chicken coup, sugar enough to 
fill a small shaker, and iron enough to make a ten- 
penny nail, plus water. The total value of these ma- 
terials is 98 cents, or approximately 60 cents a hun- 
dredweight on the hoof. 

So a man is actually worth only 98 cents—as mat- 
ter. Shakspeare, Goethe, Napoleon, and Darwin were 
each worth only 98 cents, chemically speaking. But 
here mind comes in to upset the careful calculations 
of the laboratory. Before science can put an accu- 
rate valuation upon homo sapiens, it will have to find 
some way of measuring mind. And this, we fear, 
will require more subtle means than test tubes, scales 
and forceps.

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RUSZNAK’S CONVICTION. 


Despite the fact that he was defended by Oliver 
T. Remmers, chairman of the Republican City Com- 
mittee, and Ernest Green, pregident of the Missouri 
Bar Association, Louis Rusznak was given the maxi- 
mum punishment, one year in jail and a $100 fine, 
on a charge of taking $5 to fix a’Police Court case. 
The defense collapsed when its own witness, Charles 
Goldberg, who said Russmak and Sam Arky, Rusz- 
nak’s partner, had offered to pay his expenses if 
Goldberg would substantiate Rusznak’s alibi, flatly 
denied it. | 

This case is of more interest than appears on the 
surface. For the first time a professional bonds- 
man put on trial for grafting in St. Louis has been 
convicted over what the brillant and distinguished 
defense counsel referred to as a measly $5 bill. This 
bill was accepted by Rusznak as a fixing fee ina 
traffic case. For the first time a rift has been made 


fin the seeming immunity of professional bondsmen 


from punishment for their acts. 

It is true Sam Arky, close friend of Judge Ittner 
and notorious courtroom character, has been barred 
from every court in the city as a result of his foul 
practices, and finally has been barred from signing 
bonds at police stations. It is true the Judges, heed- 
ing the numerous disclosures of irregularities and 
trickery on the part of professional bondsmen, have 
taken steps to purify the bonding business. 

But there is a difference between restrictions on 
activity and jail sentences. Rusznak’s fate we be- 
lieve will be more effective in curbing professional 
bondsmen than any other single happening here- 
abouts?. These wily gentry don’t like fail. 
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MAINE STICKS TO THE PRIMARY. 


A special election was held in Maine the past 
week on the question of repealing or retaining the 
direct primary. By a vote of almost two-to-one the 
primary was retained. The poll was: For repeal, 
19,586. Against repeal, 35,357. 

The efficiency of the primary system, as is well 
known, is now under general suspicion. Some of the 
objections cited in other states do not, however, ob 
tain in Maine—at least not in the same degree. For 
example, the enormous expense imposed on candi- 
dates which excludes men of modest means from con- 
testing for state offices unless financed by friendly 
interests. In Maine, with its small population— its 
electorate being about 200,000—that embargo does not 
exist. Indeed, the grievance of the proponents of re- 


|} peal in Maine seemed to be that the primary was 


meaningless, that it entailed a superfluous election. 

The objections to the primary system in the indus- 
trial states of large population are not merely nega- 
tive; they ; are positive. In actual operation the pri- 
mary has gravely failed. Theoretically it vests nomi- 
nating power in the party rank and file. Actually it 
| does not, for the undeniable reason that the rank and 
file do not exercise their power. They just don’t 
vote. 

That rule is in effect in Maine. It was flagrantly 
demonstrated in this latest election. Of the 200,000 
qualified electors only 54,943 voted. Slightly more 
than 25 per cent. Against that reality the rhetoric, 
casuistry and perorations of our Utopians beat in 
vain. 

The primary system in the abstract is a thing. of 
beauty. As an electoral mechanism it is a flop. It 
is not adaptable to our political genius. 

It seems incredible, though, that the primary sys- 
tem, as it now functions, will survive indefinitely. 
The Post-Dispatch believes that the primary is adapt- 
able to local elections, such as municipal, county and 
congressional, but impracticable in the area of a 
state. Public opinion, we think, will ultimately reach 
that conclusion. When it does the primary will be 
restricted to its proper sphere and a delegate conven- 
tion plan, securely safeguarded against the domina- 
tion of special interests and the manipulations of 
bosses, will be devised for the nomination of candi- 
dates for state offices. 
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ONE BIG ISSUE. 


Whatever may be alleged against Missouri politics, 
no one can hold that it has not developed one big 
issue, nor that this issue is not getting bigger as 
the next campaign gets nearer. 

The issue is reorganization of our State govern- 
ment in the interest of efficiency and economy, and 
that it is getting bigger daily is proved by the fact 
that the three persons who have so far entered the 
race for Governor have made it their chief concern. 
N t long ago William R. Schneider, Republican of 
St. Louis, and State Senator McCawley, did so, and 
now Francis M. Wilson, Democrat of Platte County, 
has followed cuit. Listen to the latter’s counsel:

BIG BUSINESS IN AGRICULTURE. 
From the Chicago Post. 

TELEGRAM from Topeka tells of the 

filing of articles of incorporation by six 
farmers who own about 65000 acres that 
are to be cultivated as a corporation 
enterprise. That is said to be the first 
company of the kind to be organized in 
Kansas. The success it attains will be 
watched with interest in all states. Farm- 
ing as a big business enterprise is carried 
on in other States, particularly in the 
Northwest, with all the economies and ef- 
ficiency that are characteristic of railway 
or other corporate management. There is 
in Montana, for example, a farming concern 
that cultivates thousands of acres in single 
fields and is making a success of the un- 
dertaking. 

The need for co-operation among farm- 
ers is gemerally recognized. A means of 
pooling issues on marketing is conceded to 
be essential to the stabilization of price 
conditions, Co-operation in many guises 
has been undertaken in various parts of 
the country. Some of the attempts have 
been successful and others have not been 
so satisfactory. Statesmen of Washington 
have been studying the situation with a 
view to devising some legislation that will 
tend to tnsure more efficient handling of 
the crops. While it may be possible to ac- 
complish much by legislative action, the 
real solution of agricultural problems is in 
the hands of the farmers. 

The Kansas farmers will carry co-opera- 
tion to the limit. Combining on marketing 
methods is Only a part of battle. It ts im- 
portant that the tiller of the soil should 
get as Much as possible for what he raises. 
but it is also important that he should be 
able to produce his crop at the minimum 
of cost. -A dollar saved in raising the crop 
is worth just as much as a dollar gained in 
marketing operations:

HE New York stage isso poly- 
T ict and (even when the lan- 

guage of the evening is, in a 
manner Of speaking, English), the 
players and the scripts are so free- 
ly summoned from the four corners 
of the earth, that it is difficult for 
us to measure the earth-shaking 
crash of precedent which must have 
agitated Paris a few weeks ago 
when, for the first time in its his- 
tory, “L’Illustration” published as 
its weekly supplement the text of 
an American play. 

The amplitude of that gesture 
can hardly !ec appreciated in this 
latter-day Babel, where the Negro 
troupe playing “Porgy” was, quite 
naturally and with brilliant justifi- 
cation in the event, directed by a 
young Armenian. 

Down in Thirty-fourth street a 
Sicilian company. heave their 
bosoms, while in Columbus Circle 
the moon-faced Balieff presides 
sadly over the antics of Muscovite 
vaudeville. When the dauntless 
Eva le Gallienne launched her sec- 
ond season in Fourteenth street on 
Tuesday night, it was in a play 
from the Dutch and her program 
for the rest of the week raided the 
treasure chests of Spain and Italy. 
That frolic called “The Command 
to Love,”’ at which, quite credibly, 
the District Attorney is said to be 
looking askance, is a%ypical French 
farce which happens to have been 
written by a-couple of Germans. 
The hero, a Parisian Don Juan who 
works his will among the Spanish 
ladies, is, of course, Played by a 
very English actor. Up at the Cen- 
tury they are getting ready for 
Reinhardt’s “Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,” when we shall have the 
mischief of a Warwickshire Puck 
and the lyric ebulience of Oberon 
poured forth in purest-German. It 
is the New York way. 
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UT to ieturn to Pa Ever 

Since I can remember ®@te Pa- 

risian successes have been ap- 
pearing in “La Petite Illustration,” 
but this is the first time an Amer- 
ican play has been published there. 
Some few American plays have, to 
be eure, been acted in Paris at one 
time or another. They did O’Neill’s 
“The Hairy Ape,” for instance, and 
Channing Pollock’s “The Sign on 
the Door.”

Jesse Lasky Discovers 


That Wicked Hollywood 


Has Economic Conscience 


It Did Not Stretch Far Enough to Allow Salary 
Cuts But Other Savings in Films 
Have Been Adjusted. 


AKE it from Jesse Lasky of Paramount—take it with a grain 
T of salt if you prefer—the production of motion pictures has got- 
ten around to an economical .basis. ‘“‘The economic conscience 
of Hollywood.” says Mr. Lasky, who apparently discovered that Hol- 
lywood had something of the sort under cover, “‘has peen aroused and 
today motion picture studios are making bett ‘pictures with an ef- 
ficiency and economy that we have never seen before in this in- 
dustry. . 

“The policies which we have adopted are beginning to bear 
fruit. These policies were enunciated at the convention last May 
when I served notice on stars and directors and studio personnel 
that our organization was an institution that stood for certain 
standards of entertainment; that this institution was bigger than any 
single member or group of members in it and that if an artist or 
director could not do things in the way we wanted them done he 
could seek employment elsewhere. 

“Players whose box office drawing power was largely in their 
ewn imagination or in our theater advertising, have been replaced 
by fresh, eazor personalities that fit better into our plans for the 
continuing growth of-an institution. Directors who had lost fresh- 
ness and brilliance in their treatment of stories have been dropped 
and in their places are young men who have a new modern manner 
of screen story telling which the public wants. 

“The campaign against incompetence and extravagance reached 
its focus early in the summer when producers in Hollywood an- 
nounced a reduction inwsalaries. Although the salary cut was aban- 
doned it had its effect in the creation of a new state of mind 


throughout studios.” 
W and while movie theater managers, are shouting that admis- 

sion prices will have to be raised—as they certainly will—if 
the show houses are to make any money with the present exhibi- 
tion standards maintained, word comes from Mr. Lasky’s organiza- 
tion of the amount of cash which must be spent on movie actress- 
es’ dresses, cash spent carefully enough in a manner to actually 
keep the expenses down. -

The tornado is one of those natural 
occurrences about which science has 
comparatively little to say. And al- 
though meteorologists have devoted 
considerable study to the phenomenon 
of the tornado, they remain as doubt- 
ful today as they were 50 years ago 
about the possibility of predicting 
where it may strike or the more re- 
mote possibility of curbing its violence. 

Those who are still engaged in tbe 
task of unearthing their  posses- 
sions and setting their houses in 
order or laboriously building them up 
again have slight knowledge of how 
and why a tornado comes into being. 
why it occurs where it does and how 
tremendous is its destructiva power. 


In two seconds, it can and did 
crush walls of brick and stone as 
though they were made of pasteboard. 
In seven minutes, the recent tornado 
had swept across tlfe entire city, leav- 
ing a swath as though a giant had 
stepped upon flimsy berry boxes.

“The Murphysboro tornado of March 
18, 1925, for example, would be seen 
to be very much more severe than the 
two St. Louis storms. The Murphys- 
boro tornado was, in fact, the most 
serious ever known, and more lives 
were lost in that storm than in both 
the St. Louis tornadoes.” 


LIMATIC conditions—heat, hu- 
midity and frequently recurring 
areas of low atmospheric pres- 
sure—-~make the Mississippi Valley and 
the Southern and Southeastern states 
the ideal belt for tornadoes. Prof. Lew- 
is F. Thomas of Washington Univer- 
sity expresses the climatic situation 
with relation to tornadoes this way: 
“You have probably seen a stream 
of water in which, between the still 
water in a bay or inlet and the rush- 
ing main current of the stream, there 
is a strip of water flecked with nu- 
merous eddies and small whirlpools. 


“That is the situation we are in with 
regard to climate. At the North and 
South poles the air is very still. At 
the Equator there are the trade winds. 
blowing very swiftly in a westerly di- 
rection. In between these two belts. 
one of wind and one of calm, are 
whirling eddies of air—-high and low 
pressure areas, as they were once 
called, cyclone and anti-cyclone areas. 
It is in the southeast section of a cy- 
clone area that tornadoes originate.’’

H. tarr of Washington University be- 
lieves he saw the recent St. Louis 
tornado form. He was standing in a 
window of Barnes Hospital looking out 
toward the south. There was a great 
haze of mist, like smoke, over the 
distant Mill Creek Valley. Suddenly 
the circulatory movement began in 
this smoke-like mist and in a very 
short time the funnel-like nature ot! 
the wind cloud was apparent. 


T WAS at this time that the green- 
ish-gray light that often’ gives 
warning of a tornado was apparent 
to many observers throughout the city. 
This is caused, according to Hayes, by 
the rays of the sun-which shine dimly 
through the whirling cloud that car- 
ries. with it moistuye, dust and sedli- 
ment. 4 
Shortly after the circulatory motion 
began, the whirling cloud swept down 
upon the city, carrying with it a blind- 
ing wall of rain. The noise of the wind 
was deafenfng. Even those who were 
at the center of the storm scarcely re- 
alized the extent of its destruction, so 
terrible was the roar of its passing. 
Almost immediately after it had 
swept over the city, the skies began to 
lighten. The heavy downpour of rain 
continued for some minutes and then 
gradually eased off. Shortly after 6 
o'clock in the evening of the same day 
there was @n alarm of another tor- 
nado. Dark clouds which had oOb- 
scured the whole sky suddenly cleared 
and the city was suffused in an orange 
glow while simultaneously there was 
a deluge of rain. Another tornado 
had not threatened the city, however, 
according to Hayes. The orange liguyt 
was merely the result of the rays of 
the sun, which had passed over the 
horizon, shining through an atmos- 
phere heavily charged with moisture. 
he funnels usually drop from low- 
hangine clouds, from one to one and a 
half miles high. They generally drop 
perpendicularly, although there are 
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pictures of some tornadoes which lay 
almost parallel with the ground. 

This whirling column of air moves 
forward —~ almost always from the 
southwest section of the cyclone area 
to the northeast, although one excep- 
tion to this has been recorded—at a 
rate of from 60 to 100 miles an hour. 
The’whirling velocity of the winds may 
be anywhere from 150 to 600 miles. 

The tornado carries with it three 
forces of destruction. 

First, there is the direct force of the 
wind as the storm moves forward. 
Then there is the rotary swirl. These 
two tend to work together and they 
are responsible for such phenomena as 
the unroofing of Sportsman's Park in 
the recent tornado. And, lastly. there 
is the tremendous explosive force of 
the vacuulm that is c&rried at the cen- 
ter of the storm. 

The normal air pressure is 15 
pounds to the square inch. It is es- 
timated that in the instant of its pass- 
ing the recent St. Louis tornado re- 
duced this by half, bringing an explo- 
sive pressure of seven pounds to the 
square inch to bear on the walls of 
buildings in which all the windows 
were closed and, fin fact, on all sur- 
faces which enclosed air at rormal 
pressure. 


In other words, the pressure on the 
Outsid@® of an apartment house wall 
was 15 pounds and the pressure on the 
inside was the same before the storm's 
passage. Then, as it swept by, the 
pressure on the outside of the wall 
was instantaneously reduced, in the 
partial vacuum, to seven pounds. The 
effect on the inside was just as though 
every square inch of the wall had been 
struck a hammer blow equivalent to 
seven pounds of pressure. Instantly, 
fter the vacuum had passed by, the 
pressure returned to normal, that is, 
the pressure on the outside and the 
inside was again equal. One can iI- 
lustrate the operation of a partial 
vacuum by placing an ordinary water 
glass over the mouth and drawing in 
the breath. The pressure on the out- 
side will: keep it standing against the 
mouth unsupported until the normal 
amount of air is restored to the inside.

*R. GASTEIGER emerges as the 
Mf ssvicr of the alimony-paying 
4 race. Great credit is due him, 
and great credit shall him be done. 
But the unblased student of the hia- 
tory of alimony cannot but admit that, 
important as Preaident Gasteiger may 
be in the cause of the alimony payers’ 
uplift, the original inepiration, the 
fundamental urge, had its impetus fn 
those fine spirits who first banded to- 
gether within Ludlow Jatl's grim 
walls. 

It was about the time of the end of 
the Civil War that the Alimony Club 
came into being. Divorce courts were 
giving their verdicts, Judges were de- 
creeing that ex-husbands and separat- 
ed husbands must pay alimony. Ex-hus- 
bands and separated husbands, feeling 
they had paid enough, both materially 
and spiritually, were refusing to pay 
this alimony. But the courts could not 
allow their rulings to be spurned; they 
ordered the delinquent husbands to 
jail. 

But to what jail? These one-time 
benedicks were not refusing to pay be- 
cause they didn't want to part with 
s0-much-a-month in gold. It was with 
them purely a matter of principle, and 
the highest sort of principle. A man 
who had been heckled, brow-beaten, 
belabored by words and sometimes by 
more tangible weapons, and had then 
decently stepped aside and allowed his 
spouse to get the divorce so her dispo- 
sition would not be indicted and her 
‘chances to get another man to heckle, 
browbeat and belabor might not be im- 
paired—-such a decent fellow did not 
see why he should support his erst- 
while torturer in luxury until she 
found his unfortunate successor. More, 
he felt conscientious acruples about 
the business, for, he argued, with the 
sums she took from him she would 
furbish herself in a manner that might 
tempt his brethren, and therefore he 
himself would be contributing to the 
future unhappiness of a fellow man. if 
only in a roundabout way 


So he refused to pay; as a matter 
of honor, as & tribute to humanity. 

Now, wise jurists and wise legis- 
lators saw that those ex-husbands and 
separated husbands, who cried out 
against their verdicta and their lawa, 
meant no malice and no disrespect to 
the courts. Rather, they were acting 
as gentlemen, scholars and philoso- 
ohers. It would be utterly unfair to 
send them to Blackwell’s, or some 
other such prison to be in the com- 
pany of thieves and burglars. A new 
place of itnearceration must be found 
for them, and that new place was Lud- 
tow Street Jali. 


ND so it came about that the 
Ars brick building on Ludlow 


street from time to time har- 
bored some of America’s most able, 
noteworthy and diatinguished citizens. 
Sculptors, painters, playwrights, poeta, 
financiers, actors, composers were of 
its clan. Always within ite walls was 
a gathering of which any club in 
America or Europe might be proud 
[te noble prisoners were of the very 
highest order, There was never lack 
of good conversation, life never be- 
came dull or tiresome, each day was 
a happy mingling of lovely souls 

Thus the Alimony Club came into 
being, partly by circumstance, partly 
by the initlative of its enforced mem- 
bership. ~Fine fellows met other fine 
fellows within Ludlow’s walls, all of 
them were there for a single purpose; 
it was only natural and tremendously 
fitting that they band together, club 
together, one might say, and form the 
famous Alimony Club. 

Now, the Alimony Club was never 
an active inatitution in the sense 
that it set about doing things for 
the unfortunate members berated 
by wives and jurists. It was en- 
tirely what the name implied —~a 
club. It made no move to alter or rec- 
tify conditions; rather, it accepted 
them and had a pleasant time doing so. 

Then came the tragedy. Butiding 
inspectors came to Ludlow Street Jail. 
they observed, it in their technical 
manner, they decreed its old brick 
walls unsound. Ludlow, the Alimony 
Club, would have to be on the move. 
The new jail, it was decided, would be 
at 434 West Thirty-#eventh street 

And then came John E. Gasteiger 
with vigorous plan and magnificent 
aspirations. 


HEN Mr. Gasteiger was sent 
W : the hoosegow, some 12 
months ago, he, knowing that 
Ludlow was condemned and soon 
would be no more, held fond hopes 
of being its last member. But 
technicalities interfered. The author- 
itles decreed that no more renegade 
husbands be delivered into Ludlow, 
that only those already there be of its 
personnel, and that for the time being 
nonpaying spouses would take. as 
their enforced abode, quarters in the 
jail on Raymond atreet. Mr. Gasteiger 
went to Raymond Street Jail and: he 
kept an unusually stiff upper lip. 
Gasteiger's marital career, accord- 
ing to that gentleman, has been a sad 
one. Telling his wife on arriving home 
one day, he says, that his business was 
out a neat half-million in American 
dollars because of losses suffered

through a fire and the embezzlement 
of an employe, and that, therefore, it 
would be necessary for the Gasteigers 
to live a bit more cheaply—telling her 
this. he says, the lady promptly 
laughed at him. 

“When I suggested;*” remarks Mr. 
Gasteiger, ‘‘that we start an economy 
program by trying to get along with 
only one or two motor cars, my wife 
said: ‘Don’t bother me with talk 
about such things; we can’t live any 
differently, and I won't stand for It.’ 
Well. this refusal on her part to be 
satisfied with leas than the fancy liv- 
ing I had formerly been able to afford 
resulted in our separation. Although 
she was supported very well by her 
wealthy father after we parted, she 
hounded me for the $90 a week that 
New York and New Jersey courts al- 
lowed her. 

‘It seemed : terrible injustice to 
keep me from getting on my feet when 
she didn’t need e money. I was so 
bitter against her for her attitude that 
I decided I would rather be in jail 
than gfve her a cent.” 


ASTEIGER is 88 years old and

children—— William, 13, and 
Doris, 10. Mrs. Gasteiger and the chil- 
dren live in Brooklyn, and Gasteiger, 
endeavoring to see the children, has 
been arrested 11 times in two years. 
Mr. Gasteiger says nothing would suit 
him better than a divorce, but his wife 
prefers legal separation and alimony. 

The worthy president of the Ali- 
mony Payers’ Protective Association is 
likewise the head of John E. Gasteiger, 
Inc., a hay and grain firm in the Pro- 
duce Exchange. Gasteiger'’s firm did 
a business of $3,000,000 yearly until 
hia troubles around the hearth and 
fireside began. But now his business 
has dwindled, his funds are well nigh 
exhausted and various cash bonds has 
he forfeited. He is just about starting 
ail over again. 

Yes, President John’s life has not 
been rosy during the past two years 
that this case has dragged along in 
the courts. There have been hearings 
and petitions until Supreme Court 
Justice Selah B. Strong says: “The 
papers in the different proceedings 
brought in this action would fill an 
auto truck, and I have not attempted 
to £6 through them.”’ And the learned 
jurist, musing upon the case, an- 
nounced that it was Kis opinion that 
the wife of John Gasteiger and her 
father—one Joseph Schreiber, a fur- 
niture broker, whom the jurist de- 
scribed as ‘“‘wealthy and able to pro- 
vide his daughter with luxuries’’— 
were ‘‘vindictive and heartless."

PORTLAND, Maine. 
T SEEMED hard 
to Benjamin  H. 
Turner the other 
day when they sen- 
tenced him to pris- 
on for life on a 
charge of murder. 
Little more than 30 
years of age, al- 
L } though worry and 
confinement have made him look 10 
years older, the prisoner never denied 
that he had killed one Jame D. Hal- 
len, an elderly swindler of benevolent 
aspect. 

“Yes, I shot Hallen to death, and 
Hallen deserved it."’ 


Such was the burden of Turner's 
statements after his arrest, of his tes- 
timony during the trial, of what he 
says today inside the gloomy walls of 
the State penitentiary at Thomaston. 
And he has turned bitter over what he 
Calis the injustice of his punishment— 
the most severe penalty which can be 
imposed in Maine. ; 


Rather small of stature and not im- 
pressive in appearance, Turner’s face 
hevertheless suggests the tenacity of 
burpose, the relentless determination, 
which marked his pursuit of Hallen 
across more than 3000 miles and his 
act of vengeance five years after Hal- 
len wronged him. 


Turner insists now, as he has from 
the day of the slaying, that he did 4 
service to society when his bullets 
ended the life of Hallen. Other peo- 
ble have said so, too. All of Port- 
land and half of Maine was divided 
into two Camps over the trial. Many 
of those who had been victimized by 
the dead man declared with emphasis 
that Turner should be given a reward 
for his crime, rather than punishment.

It is not an easy 
task to defend a slayer who will not

CONSCIENTIOUS killer, in his 
Ae: belief at least, Turner can- 

not understand why his ‘‘prin- 
ciples” did not win acquittal for him. 
So commendable did the shooting ap- 
Pear in his own eyes that even when a 
chance came to plead self-defense, he 
refused it. He would not belittle his 
triumph over evil, his cleansing serv- 
lee to his fellow men, by bringing the 
‘ffair down to the level of a common 
draw). Before that, he had firmly 
waved aside the suggestions of attor- 
heys &ppointed to defend him that he 
dlead gullty on a justification of in- 
sanity. 

Turner's lawyers, when the case 
Went to trial, used the theory of tem- 
“mgd insanity for the defense. But 

her himself, on the witness stand, 
denied that he ever was insane. Re- 
peated ly he said that the killing of 
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James D. 
Hallen. 


Hallen was justified by the incidents 
which led to the final vengeance. He 
stuck to it then and he does now. 

Indeed, no ordinary grudge brought 
Turner, with a revolver in his pocket, 
to the front door of the Hallen home, 
a little more than a year ago. It is 
the story of a man plundered and be- 
trayed by another, who posed as a 
friend—the story of a man left alone 
in a foreign land to save himself as 
best he might from the firing squad 
which seemed so imminent and who, 
held in a filthy jail, had months and 
months in which to nurse his plans for 
revenge. 

Before becoming a conscientious 
killer, the World War had developed 
young Turner into a conscientious ob- 
jector. He was so appalled at the idea 
of a soldier's life of butchery that he 
fled to Mexico-—thereby taking a step 
which resulted eventually in his kill- 
ing Hallen and one other man. 

The first slaying by this unfortu- 
nate pacifist occurred in 1921, when 
he shot a Mexican in the course of an 
altercation over money matters. From 
Turner's account of the affair, it ap- 
pears that the Mexican was one of a 
group who had swindled Turner out 
of several thousand dollars, his sav- 
ings from his salary as an accountant 
for the American Smelting and Refin- 
ing Company, in the City of Mexico. 


VV PA ERVER the merits of the 
quarre), Turner found himself 
a prisoner in the foulness of 
Belem prison and with every likeli- 
hood of being put to death by due 
process of Mexican law. The future 
looked pretty dark when there came 
to Turner’s cel] one day a visitor— 
Mr. Hallen. The visitor had a pol- 
ished manner. He spoke suavely and 
cheerfully. His conversation betokened 
a man of unusual education. He was, 
he told Turner, a lawyers He could 
get the young man out of jail, he 
promised. 

So Turner grasped at the straw and 
handed over to Hallen the sum of 
$1200,_all the money he had left. The 
visitor departed, beaming with kindli- 
ness and optimism. Turner went to 
sleep that night, amid the stenches 
and the other discomforts of his pris- 
on. more cheerful than in many a day. 
Tomorrow, perhaps, he would be free

AVING been born in the Middle 
H West, at Mystic, lowa, where he 

also spent his youth, and having 
traveled rather generally throughout 
the country, he had a good geographi- 
cal background to begin his search 
He was quite certain, from the little 
information. he had picked up, that 
Hallen had gone back to the United 
States. Back and forth in this coun- 
try Turner traveled, always hearing 
the smooth, rolling accents and see- 
ing the smiling, bland face of Hallen, 
acquiring a little money by working 
here and there to go on with the 
search, following this clew and that 
clew, always in vain. 

But late in the summer of 1926 
he heard, through a private de- 
tective agency he had employed, 
that Hallen was in Portland. Hallen 
had come here not long after the epi- 
sode in the Mexican jail. It is be- 
lieved, although it has never been 
definitely established, that he came to 
Portland because of the residence here 
of Mrs. Constance Kilborn. Mrs. Kil- 
born had commissioned Hallen to look 
after certain interests in Mexico City at 
one time and she had been influential, 
too, in securing Turner's release al- 
though she did not connect her 
“agent” with the suave “lawyer who 
went off with Turner's nest egg 

At any rate, in five years 
had established himself as a sound and 
upright citizen of Portland. He seemed 
such a cultured man. Beervone liked 
him.

He made no attempt 
to flee. he even seemed surprised when 
they him.

While awaiting trial, Turner was sent 
to Augusta for observation by Dr. For- 
Tyson, State allenist.

son declared that 
he believed Turner 
to be sane but of 
an unusually strong 
ego. The alienist 
expressed his belief 
that the little man waa in full 
possession of all his faculties, 
of exceedingly strong deter- 
mination and convictions. He 
did not always think along 
the lines prescribed by so0- 
ciety, Dr. Tyson added. and 
when he differed in opinion 
was inclined to take his own 
view rather than yield to con- 
vention. 


Throughout this time Tur- 
ner insisted he had done 
nothing wrong, and there 
could be little doubt of Bis 
sincerity in this belief. There 
was nothing wild or demoni- 
acal in his behavior at any 
time. He occasionally raged 
against “American justice,’’ 
but on the whole he was con- 
tained, rational and very evt- 
dently a little perplexed. He 
insisted that he was as sane 
as any man who walked the 
streets. Furthermore, he 
said that he had done so0- 
ciety a great good, and 
he failed to see why he 

should be made to suffer for his act. 

He rejected all offers of aid, even 
rudely refusing Mrs. Kilborn, who had 
aided in freeing him from the Mexico 
City jail and who had discovered, with 
Hallen’s death, the part her ‘‘agent”’ 
had played in Turner's life. 

On February 8, this year, just five 
months after the shooting, Turner was 
placed on trial. The foreman of the 
jury was a woman, Miss Gladys Jor- 
dan, the first womar ever to head a 
murder trial jury in Maine. 

Turner made the task of the defense 
lawyers almost an impossible one. 
Under cross examination he insisted 
that he was the sole judge of the mur- 
der of Hallen. He said he would do 
it ‘a thousand times over,” and from 
the expression on his face as he said 
this everyone in the courtroom knew 
that it was no mere boast. The amount 
of money Hallen had taken had noth- 
ing to do with it, he asserted on the 
stand: if he chose to kill Hallen it 
was “his, (Hallens) funeral.’’ He re- 
peatedly’ Asked the Court if his act 
had not been justified. For the most 
part he was cool, self-contained, rais- 
ing his voice and ruffling his hair 
nervously only when pressed by prose- 
cuting attorneys on matters of ‘‘prin- 
ciple.” 


LL the facts of his past life—his 
A eration of the draft, his escape 


to Mexico and his long search for 
Hallen—were brought out. Likewise, 
Hallen’s past was bared and the good 
citizens of Portland stood appalied as 
they saw the cultured Dante scholar 
revealed a. swindler and adventurer 
Alienists for both the State and the 
defense testified that Turner was of 
exceptionally high intelligence, with a 
superior moral standard. This was 
borne out by the straightforward way 
in which he offered his testimony, 
telling his story as he saw it, regard- 
leas of whether his testimony might in- 
luence the jury adversely.

how she had gone to Turner's aid in 
Mexico. She pleaded for ‘that poor 
boy,’’ with tears in her eyes. She 
told how Turner had trusted the be- 
nevolent-appearing old gentleman who 
had come to him in jail. 

At the end of six days the trial was 
concluded and the jury received the 
charge from the Judge. Within an 
hour the 12 men and women had filed 
back into the courtroom. Miss Jor- 
dam, as foreman, read out the verdict 
~——guilty of murder in the first degree. 

Turner scowled, but otherwise he 
gave no sign. ‘“‘Well, just another 
sample of American justice,”’ he pe- 
marked later when being taken back 
to the county jail. 

In his cell, however, his attitude 
changed. He grew somber, refused 
food for 124 hours, lay silent on his 
cot brooding for long periods at a 
time and then paced the floor, mutter- 
ing and swearing incoherently: ‘‘Mex- 
leo . . . shooting guns 
sin... innocence justice 
; .’—an unintelligible jumble of 
words. 


E WAS quieted finally by his 
FY rtorners who had unearthed 

a basis for a new appeal from 
the verdict. They had found a man, 
not one of the witnesses at the trial, 
who stated that he had seen Hallen 
raise his hand against Turner before 
the shots were fired. This would per- 
mit a new plea of self-defense. 


Turner would have nothing to do 
with it. He insisted Hallen had made 
no threatening gesture. He wanted to 
hear no more foolishness about self- 
defense. He had shot the man because 
he deserved to be shot, and he still 
wanted to know in what way he had 
committed ‘‘any sin.’’ 


Despite hia attitude, however, attor- 
neys took the case before an appeal 
court. Just the other day an adverse 
decision was handed down. It seemed 
to make little difference to Turner, 
only serving to heighten his bitter- 
ness. Haggard and worn, a defeated 
animal in a cage, he paced his cell and 
abused his jailers, steadfastly refusing 
food. 

Preparations were made to take him 
to the State prison at Thomaston to 
begin his sentence He insisted on 
being different to T@ end. On the 
morning that he was to go to Thom- 
aston he broke perhaps the fondest 
tradition of the county fail here, 
thereby saddening the life of the 
jailer. 

On the morning on which prisoners 
are to be taken to Thomaston it haa 
long been the custom to give them for 
breakfast two boiled eggs rather than 
the customary fare of bread, syrup 
and coffee It may not have e very 
deep basis in scientific dietetics or 
penology, but it is a nice little cus 
tom which everyone about the jaf! 
cherishes. When anyone says ‘‘he's 
going to have boiled eggs for break- 
fast’ it means he's going to the State 
prison. 

Resolutely and grimly, Turner 
spurned the eggs that offered 
him, tasting only a little of the bread 
and syrup. At Thomaston he refused 
the special meal prepared for incom- 
ing prisoners. Moreover, so stung and 
angered was he that he proceeded to 
gO On another hunger strike, which 
lasted for 105 hours. The Warden is 
not very much disturbed by this rebel- 
lious new prisoner. It's awfully hard,

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Crossing the Continent With the Air Mail 


Winds on the field, and Sharp- 
nack says that in the winter a 
temperature of 45 below is noth- 
ing at all for Elko, then off again 
Over more desolate mountains 
and still more desolate deserts 
and through a series of twisting 
mountain passes into Reno at 
6:35. 

Twenty minutes, a new pas- 
senger who has never been in the 
air and figures the expe nce is 
well worth the fare, and we are off 
again, climbing laboriously to 
top the first wooded mountains 
we have met in the West — the 
eastern slope of the Sierra Neva- 
das. Over them at last, through 
a pass with serpentine railroad 
trdcks, snow-shed covered, lead- 
ing up to it from the Reno side 
and ddwn through rugged, wind- 
ing gorges into California. 

And so, at last, Mather Field, 
Sacramento, for a three-minute 
fuel stop. 

At 8:03 Sharpnack took off 
again for San Francisco, flying 
over irrigated valley country until 
he struck the Sacramento River.
